Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Louis D. Brandeis of Boston was 
nominated today by President Wilson to 
succeed the late Justice Lamar on the 
United States Supreme court bench. The 
nomination of Mr. Brandeis created a 
sensation in the senate, where it was to- 
tally unexpected. 

Because of the peculiar prominence 
which the Boston attorney has enjoyed- 
during the last few years, there was an 
immediate alignment of forces for and 
against his confirmation. Such an align- 
ment bas never before been brought 
about withir sc short a time after a nom- 
ination ha: been received.

| STORY OF THE RAID 4 


A detailed account of the raid in the 
“bandit flat was obtained by reporters 
for Tu TRIBUNE from members of the 
detective squad sent out by Lieut. Thomas 
Sheehan. As accurately as possible the 
detectives told of their movements from 
the time the order was given at detective 
headquarters until they returned there 
with their prisoners and the recovered 
money. 

The apartment occupied by the gang at 
406 South Western avenue is on the third 
floor of a three story flat buliding. 


The Interior View. 


The apartment consists of seven rooms 
arranged as follows:

“ SPEECH. 

The nation will follow attentively the series of 
public addresses which the president began Thurs- 
day aight. They will embody the views of the chief 
executive of the republic, the leader of the 

now in power, and a citizen of distinguished influ- 
ence. Mr. Wilson addresses the American public at 
a moment vf critical importance and upon the most 
vital issue which has arisen since the civil war. 
What he has to say will affect materially, perhaps | 
decisively, the determination of that issue, and 
Americans who have been awake to the state of the 
world and of the situation of this nation in the 
world will await his utterances with an anxious 
hope. Mr. Wilson, we are ready to believe, desires 


sincerely that his consideration and the people’s con- 


. 


sideration of the problem of national defense shall 
be kept on a plane far above party or personal mo- 
tive and interest, and to this purpose we all ought 
earnestly to strive. 

The first speech was informal and personal. Can- 
dor—and candor at this time certainly is called for 
—compels the statement that it shows no such clear 
grasp and matured conclusions upon defense prob- 
lems in detail as it might had Mr. Wilson come less 
tardily and less reluctantly to his present position 
on that critical subject. 

But what is of far more importance is that he 
has placed his great power back of three general 
propositions which are vital. These being accepted 
by the American people and by their legislature, the 
greatest danger is passed, and we, may hope, and 
even confidently expect, that our action in detafl will 
be prompt and in the main wise. 

These three major propositions are expressed in. 
the following three passages from the address:

. tlom, while America contains all the elements of 


Ane ferce and accomplishment, America does not 


_ eenstitute the major part of the world. We Hive

RAISE MY BOY TO BBA 
BANDIT? - 7 
Mayor Thompson in proposing to overcome erime 
among young men by giving them opportunity for 
innocent enjoyment comes dangerously pear making 
clean sport and recreation into a quack remedy. 
Sport and recreation are valuable. We believe in 
them. Opportunity to train one’s body is necessary. 
But we do not believe that it will cure all crime. 
Establish bathing beaches by all means, but do not 
let us imagine that we are building reformatories at 
the same time. A big biceps and a size sixteen col- 
lar are admirable physical attributes in any man, 
but they do mot take away the temptation to crime. 
The trouble with the remedy is that it does not 
include mental discipline. It may be true that crime 
is a disease; but it is as much u disease of the mind 
as of the body. The habit of obedience and of re 
spect for other people's rights is more important 
than the ability to run a hundred yards in ten and 

one-fifth seconds. 

Parents used to instill this sense of responsibility 
by the birch rod and chores. Children did things. 
Parents did not seek to prevent them from stealing 
the neighbor’s chickens by making life easy for them 
by giving them half holidays. They did not reform 
them by giving them things. 

But somehow our city fathers in taking over 


‘| parental duties as the sew kind of community life 


makes necessary have attempted to keep the boys 
out of mischief by diverting them. They open up a 
pot of jam or give them the freedom of the cvokie 
jar to keep them from smashing the neighbor's fenees 
or worritting his bogs. 

We do not tell these boys they must not commit 
crimes. We say it is not their fauit; their oppor- 
tunities for innocent enjoyment are limited. Let 
us build free pool halls and put in a preceptor; or let 
us teach them all to skate, or let us build more bath- 
ing beaches. Give them more pleasure and they 
will not find time for robbing banks. But the idea 
of giving them responsibility never occurs to us. In- | 
stead of teaching them to control their impulses and 
desires we fulfill other desires which happen to be 
less destructive. We are establishing in them the 
conviction that they cam get something for nothing 
out of the government. 

Mothers who declare that they have not raised 
their boys to be soldiers stand a good chance ap- 
parently of having them grow up into auto bandits 
instead. Two years of military training, impressive 
because by it the boys would be a service 
ko their country, would make citizens where we now 
make criminals. : 


TO CO-ORDINATE POLICY AND 
DEFENSE. 

The bill for a council of national defense intro- 
duced by Representative Britten is one of the most 
important measures of preparedness. If the news 
summary is correct the bill is the same as that intro- 
duced in two preceding sessions by Senator Cham- 
berlain, if memory serves, and its object is to codrdi- 
aate the work of the appropriate executive and leg- 
lslative agencies of the national defense. 2 

By bringing together in one body the heads of the 
state, army, and navy departments, the chairmen 2f 
the committees on foreign, naval, and military af- 
fairs, and the heads of the general staff and war 
colleges we shall have a body capable of developing 
our policies and of making our measures square wita 
them. Until we have such a body we shall continue 
to waste effort and money, and, what is worse still, 
we shall continue to cherish policies without means 
of defending or enforcing them. Great Britain's 
failure to accomplish this was one of the chief con- 
tributing causes of her present situation and it is of 
all elements in our own situation perhaps the most 
dangerous. 3 
The council of national defense will cost nothing 
and therefore should not be opposed even by penny 
wise statesmen who are talking economy in the face 
of a world conflagration. It was opposed by the 
American Peace society and other organiza- 
tioms, we assume on their familiar ent that :f 
we are incompetently armed we shall nut be attacked. 
But the failure of congress to pass i hitherto has

JOIN THE RED CROSS. 
Mr. J. J. O'Connor, the head of the Red Cross for 
this district, is out after 10,000 members for the Chi- 
cago chapter. It is a part of a national campaign 
to raise the membership list to a million. 
The Red Cross has been heretofore an expression 
of American humanitarianism. It has been sup- 
ported by a few professional givers, the same people 
who subscribe to the United Charities, to French 
benefits, to Italian benefits, to educational institu- 
tions, to missionary societies. 
But the Red Cross ought not to be a limited thing 
of that sort. It is not charitable in intent any more 
than the fire department is. It goes to the rescue in 
time of calamity; it organizes immediate relief not 
for individuals but for communities. It is a depart- 
ment of our government. 
It is the duty of citizenship to belong to the®Red 
Cross society. Its membership ought to number not 
one million but fifty.

The 
air must be fresh. There must be plenty 
of alr currents or drafts in the rooms. 

On the one hand, very cold air is a stim- 
ulant. On the other, it frritates the bron- 
cial membranes. This means that some 
cases will do better when treated at an 
open window, some in a warmer room. 
The average case will do best in a room 
between 50 and 60. 

Children with lobar pneumonia should 
be treated out of doors, on the roof, or 
near an open window. In other words, the 
alr in their rooms should be freen, pure 
and cold. Just how the cold does good 
is not settled, but there is a general agree- 
ment among men of experience that peo- 
ple with lobar pneumonia, whether in 
gtownups or children, do well when the 
subjects are exposed to cold air.

He 
simitted they needed more revenue, but 
he said the way for them to obtain it was 
pot through an increased tax on the pub- 
lic, but through an extension of econo- 
mies in their management. 


Throws Light on New Haven. 
Mr. Brandeis was one of the first per- 
sons in the country to call attention tothe 


dero mismanagement of the New York, 


New Haven and Hartford system. 

When he started his crusade to obtain 
better business management of that road 
be was denounced by raiiroed presidents 
and attorneys as the wildest type of a 
demagogue. It was a peculiar coinci- 
dence that after the things he declared 
were true of the New Haven had been 
proved the stockhoiders of the road be- 
geeched him to become one of the trus- 
tees intrusted with the work of re-creat- 
ing the system. 

The whole theory of Mr. Brandeis, ac- 
cording to his friends, has been con- 
structive. He has never attempted to 
destroy a railroad system, they declare. 
He has merely pointed out cancerous 
growths in a particular system, asked 
that they be remedied, and he has had a 


. temedy for each case when requested for 


one. 
According to his enemies, however, Mr. 


' Brandeis’ whole career has been destruc- 


live. He has never done anything except 
to tear down, they assert. 


Fought to Cut Down Waste. 


In the last eastern rate case he made a 
tremendous fight to compel the railroads 


to out out a lot of services which hewaid 
they were performing free. 
They included spotting, switching, light- 


rage. Storage, and transfer services. The 


“arriefs said that if they cut out these 
Services and charged for them the 
Charges would cost the shippers more 
than the increases asked in rates. 

Mr. Brandeis contended the railroads 
Should obtain from each shipper the full 
Cost of the service given him and in addi- 
don thereto a reasonable profit. The rail- 
Toads contended his scheme would meat 
the overthrowing of the entire American 
rate system. 

Mr. Brandeis was born in Louisville 
Ky., Nov. 13, 1856, of Jewish parents. He 
Was educated in the public and ‘high 
Schools of Louisville and at Dresden, 
Germany. Later he was graduated in 
law from Harvard university. He was

O genial review from the pen 
of Jeannette L. Gilder ap- 
pears in today’s TRIBUNE, 
nor ever will again. The 
thousands who have looked 
to her for suggestions for 
their reading must now seek 
other guidance. Her busy

ty or literary superciliousness, has been 
Gropped, and she who was swift to serve 
‘@thers has passed into whatever place of 
fewards awaits those who lived deeply, 
labored well, and held a gracious atti- 

@ude toward life. 

Miss Gilder has written plays, stories, 
‘and books, but she was best known as 
an appreciative commentator upon the 
work of other writers. She preferred bi- 
ography or autobiography to all other 
forme of literature, and, indeed, her inter- 
est in the distinguished and diverting men 
and women who had passed through the 
great exit was almost if not quite as 
strong as that she entertained for those 

ho were still playing their parts upon 
te stage of the present. 

She hed a vast capacity for friendship 
and none appealed to her in vain for heart- 
ening words of practical help. Thoug® | 
she was not privileged to be a wife and 
mother, her life was in no sense meager.

TRIBUNE. For several years she was as- 
sociated with her brother, the poet Rich 
ard Watson Gilder, in the editorial de- 
partment of Scribner’s Magazine. Later 
she was the literary and musical critic 
for the New York Herald, and in 1881 she} 
started with her brother, Joseph Gilder, 
that engaging magazine the Critic, which 
for years enjoyed an enviable prestige. 
She served at one time and another as 
correspondent of the leading papers of 
Boston and Philadelphia and edited and 
compiled a number of books. 

Her capability aad reliability were 
among tha many qualities which com- 
mended hei to the editors to whose peri- 
odicals she contributed. She understood 
the heavy demands of the press and met 
them, codperating efficiently and with no 
shirking of responsibility. She loved life 
and its so various entertainments—loved 
New York with its theaters, loved the 
Connecticutt hills with their beguiling 
solitude, loved most o. all, perhaps, Wales 
with its wild beauty, the country from 
which her forbears came. Her mellow,

Miss Glasgow's Novel. 

It is fitting that the review which 
should follow this brief farewell to Miss 
Gilder should be of a book by a woman, 
who, like herself, is devoted to the finest 
meanings of life. Ellen Glasgow is one 
of the most cultivated and devoted of,our 
present day novelists, and in her latest 
volume, “LIFE AND GABRIELLA,” 
she has confronted a question of the 
greatest significance to women, the ques- 
tion of divorce. It has not been her pol- 
icy to advise the clinging together of men 
and women who have ceased to care for 
each other and whose lives are being 
dragged down by their association. In- 
stead, her argumentts are all for the dis- 
solution of homes from which the spirit 
of love and fidelity has departed. 

Miss Glasgow is a southerner, and she 
understands, as few northern women can, 
the aversion to divorce, amounting to an 
obsession, which prevails there in cer- 
tain communities. A woman who breaks 
through the curse of an unhappy or de- 
grading married life is regarded as lack- 
ing in womanliness and religion, and if

her act ts approved of, she is expected 
to keep herself in the background the rest 
of her life and to feel her position 
with all the poignancy that her own con- 
scientiousness and public sentiment can 
inflict upon her. 

Gabrielle Carr, Miss Glasgow's heroine, 
lived in Richmond and was surrounded 
by traditions, customs and prejudices. 
But they did not succeed in sapping her 
personality. When it became necessary 
for her to earn money to keep herself and 
her mother from starving she went ‘to 
work in a store, though her mother was 
plunged into permanent gloom by the 
act. She married the man she loved and 
went away with him to New York, and 
when she found out that she had made 
a terrible mistake and was wedded to 
a selfish libertine, she proceeded to keep 
her soul alive, and to find comfort in 
her two little children. When matters 
went from bad to worse she again re- 
turned to business, to poverty and inde- 
pendence, got her divorce, and preserved 
the integrity of her own soul. After many 
years new and strange happiness came 
to her. 

This brief outline of the story gives no 
indication of the engaging and sympa- 
thetic mannér with which Miss Glasgow 
has presented her tale. She has under- 
standing of women and understanding 
of the prejudices and convictions by 
which they move. Her style is firm and 
vigorous, totally free of sentimentalism, 
touched with a virile humor, and sup- 
ported by strong common sense. She does 
not idealize, and she does not distort.

FOUND GUILTY 
Levingston Wins $73,493, 


Biggest Award of Local 
Federal Courts. 


A jury itn Federal Judge Carpenter’s 
court yesterday found three de luxe book 
agents guilty of having defrauded Harry 
M. Levingston of Saratoga Springs, N. T., 
by selling him a collection of books knuwn 
as the Americana for $61,750. 

A verdict was returned awarding Lev- 
ingston $73,423.12. He sued for the recov- 
ery of $76,00Q including interest on the 
purchase money from June, 1911, when 
the sale was consummated. This is one of 
the largest judgments ever given in a 


civil suit in the Chicago federal courts. 


The three defendants ordered to reim- 
burse Levingston are William Young. 
Conn Humes, and Herbert O. Tomlinson, 
former heads of the defunct Tomlinsof- 
Hues, Inc., a de luxe book and picture 
concern, and James Plunkett, former 
agent for the company, who aided in un- 
joading the collection on Levingston. 

Three others were included in the orig- 
inal suit. A verdict of not gullty was re- 
turned in favor of Edward J. McArdle 
three weeks ago by direction of Judge 
Carpenter. Samuel Warfield has never 
been apprehended, and thé case against
